FOR TAFT MEN 


Hard Work to Get Pledged 
Delegates {0 Convention 


“BIG BUSINESS” 1S FEARED 


Forces Behind La Follette and Roose- 
velt Would Have Delegations Un- 
pledged—New Does Not Agree With 
Lee’s “Inspired” Statement That 
Taft Cannot Carry .Indiana—Hitch- 

Name Mentioned In Plot

Washington, Dec. 14.—From now 
the battle within the ranks of the Re- 
publican party wil: be waged over 
whether delegates to the Chicago 
convention shall be sent instructed 
for William H. Taft or for no one. 
The La Follette people want unin- 
structed delegates and so do the op- 
ponents of Mr. Taft. 

The friends of the president realize 
more clearly than before the meeting 
of the national committee -that they 
have some real work before them. 
The interchange of ideas incident to 
the meeting made it evident to them 
that “big business” is more to be 
feared in the coming contest for dele- 
gates than are the forces behind Sen- 
ator La Follette. 

The Taft men appear to take it for 
granted that big business will try to 
nominate Theodore Roosevelt. They 
cite the demand from certain sources 
that all delegates shall be sent unin- 
structed as good evidence of this 
scheme. 

The statement of Edwin M. Lee, 
chairman of the Indiana Republican 
state.committee, that Mr. Taft can- 
not carry Indiana din 1912, will be 
made an issue in that state. Lee 
is a candidate for re-election, and the 
Tatt Republicans will oppose him, 
believing that the Hoosiers desire 
vo sce Taft renominated and are ready 
to fight to bring about that result. 

Harry New gave out a statement 
answering that made by Lee. New 
charges that Lee issued his statement 
as a part of a prearranged plan and 
says he knows the influences that 
were back of it. 

“If/Mr. Taft cannot carry Indiana, 
no other Republican can,” said New. 
“I had information several days ago, 
when Lee was brought to Washington 
by way of New York, that he would 
issue the statement that was given 
out yesterday. As early as last Sat- 
urday 1 told the president that it was 
forthcoming. 

“I know of the influences that are 
responsible for Lee’s change of sen- 
timent. It is part of a prearranged 
plan and is entitled to the usual dis- 
count allowed in matters of this kind. 
If the Republican party cannot win 
with Taft, it -certainly cannot win 
with anyone else. Lee and I differ 
radically in our opinions. I believe 
that the electoral vote of Indiana will 
be cast for Taft and that the attempt 
of the gentlemen who have inspired 
Lee’s statement will fail of their pur- 
pose.” 

Mr. New, chairman of the special 
committee that will have complete 
charge of the convention arrange- 
ments, stayed over for a .conference 
with the president. New already has 
engaged hotel quarters in Cnicago 
for the national committee and will at 
once arrange for the use of the Colis- 
eum for the convention. The elec- 
tion of delegates will begin early in 
January and will continue until thirty 
days before the convention is held. 

St. Louis and her boomers are 
greatly disappointed over their failure 
to secure the convention and charge 
that Chicago was selected as the re- 
sult of a deal between the La Follette 
progressives and other anti-Taft Re- 
publicans who will try to stampede 
the convention for Roosevelt under 
the leadership of Frank H. Hitch- 
cock. 

This serious charge against a mem- 
ber of the president’s own cabinet 
will be taken with a grain of salt, 
but it is pointed out that Chicago 
would be much more convenient for 
the purposes of the opponents of Taft 
than for those of his friends.

MRS, ALEKANDER'S PROGRESS 


Second Play of Andover Dramatic 
Club Given on Tuesday with 
' Great Success Before a 

Large Audience 


The Barn Stormers opened their 
second season on last Tuesday even- 
ing, with a highly successful render- 
ing of Miss Stanwood’s “The Prog- 
ress of Mrs. Alexander.” The play 
was, in many respects, a difficult one 
to give. There are twenty-three char- 
acters in the cast, and three complete 
changes of setting, not to mention 
various elaborate changes of costume. 
That the performance began prompt- 
ly on time, and went through with- 
out a hitch, speaks much for the 
loyalty of the players, and still more 
for the efficiency of the stage man- 
ager. 

The play is itself curiously uneven. 
It begins with a delightful bit of 
comedy; continues as a somewhat 
minute character analysis; and finally 
winds up with some rather broad 
farce, as if the author had worked 
out her more serious vein, and fallen 
back on pleasantries to finish out. It 
is, therefore a difficult piece to give 
unity to, and one that has, in places, 


| to be carried in. spite of the text, by 


good acting. 

This acting was, on ‘Tuesday night, 
maintained at a consistently high 
level that promises well for the future 
of the organization and the pleasure 
of its members. The more farcical 
portions were convulsively funny; 
and in general, the minor parts, the 
maids and butlers and footmen, the 
“bourgeoise” bridge-players and -the 
“aristocratic” company on _ Beacon 
Hill, were, alike played with that 
ample adequacy which is one of the 
special delights of the best amateur 
work. Of these, one notes especially 
the singularly convincing “Mrs. 
Samson” of Miss Madeleine Hughes, 
and the “Jinjo” of Minot Dole. One 
may ‘well believe that for future per- 
formances of the cluby “Jinjo has 
more surprise.” 4 


Apparently the author of the play 
intended to make Alexander Smith 
distinctly burlesque. Mr. Bancroft 
gave the part that interpretation, and 
the audience responded with shouts 
of appreciative laughter. Yet there 
were passages, like the denunciation 
of Sarski, and the “I guess you’d bet- 
ter stay right here, sir; guess you 
and I had better get acquainted!” of 
the second act, where one was made 
to feelethe man behind the clown. 


Sarski himself, the villain of the 
play, so far as the play has a villain, 
was rendered by Mr. Clark at an even 
level of skill that made it one of the 
pleasant impressions of the evening. 
It was neat acting, in which make-up, 
action ,and reading united into one 
piece of art. On much the same 
steady level as Sarski, and an effect- 
ive foil to it, was the Charles Francis 
Fuller, 3d, of Mr. Crawford. A high- 
minded, slow-spoken, humorless gen- 
tleman, he never for a moment let 
himself forget the seriousness of his 
mission. And yet, thanks in large 
part to extraordinary facial ekpres- 
sion, the bit of comedy on the sofa, 
at the end of the last act, was one 
of the funniest things in the whole 
play. 

To this, as to every scene in which 
she appeared, the Secretary, Miss 
Florence Kenyon, contributed her 
full share. The part is itself an inter- 
esting one—a_ well-trained,  clear- 
headed, sweet-voiced college _ gir! 
from the West, whirled through New- 
port and into Boston, and always, 
unaffectedly “just herself,” and Miss 
Tyer played the role with intelligence 
and sympathy. 

Miss Carter’s “Mrs. Vantine” was 
worldly, scheming, cynical, and well- 
mannered. Miss Cole’s “Mrs. Vivian 
of Everywhere” was a mixture of 
society lady, adventuress, Bohemian, 
and good friend; while her fetching 
costumes added not a little to the 
decorative’ quality of the setting in 
which she appeared. The hearty ap- 
plause which followed’ her exit after 
her long scene with Mrs. Alexander 
in the second act, was a well-earned 
tribute to her playing. 


Mrs. Alexander herself was, nat- 
urally, the star of the performance. 
In fact, the play is distinctly a star 
play, in which no matter how well all 
other parts are taken, the result must 
stand or fall with the leading lady. 
Mrs. Hardy played, as always, with 
insight, variety, restraint, and with a 
skill that is beyond praise. Her 
raiment was gorgeous and she looked 


her part. Even in the third act, when 
Mrs. Alexander begins to “have 
nerves,” yes, and where it would 


have been so easy to go wrong, her 
playing was always precisely right. 
The climax of the part, midway in 
this act, the soliloquy to the mocking 
portrait, “Eliza Smith, you fool,” is 
something that few of the audience 
will immediately forget.

TO A MOTHER 


RHODA JANE FOSTER, 1824-1911 


Last of an old family of Andover, 
Rhoda Jane, daughter of Richard 
Luscombe and Rhoda Noyes, and 
widow of William Henry Foster 
born in West Parish, January 26, 
1824, was called to eternal youth with 
the fathers, December 8, 1911, near 
eighty-eight years of age. 

Her eldest sister, Phebe, wife of 
Gates Frye, died at 36 in 1849; Lydia 
wife of Henry Russell Abbott, died 
at 32 in 1853; Eliza Osgood, adopted 
by a maternal cousin, who carried 
her away to the far west, after her 
mother’s death in 1832, came after 
long years to Andover to return a 
visit made by her brother Aaron Lus- 
comb, in his last year, and was here 
at the time of his sudden death, The 
remaining elder sister, Hannah Cur- 
tis, died in Maine with her son, Geo, 
Bruce, in 1902. I recall<a letter she 
wrote me in her eightieth year, full 
of information of the family back to 
her great-grandparents, for they all 
had a rare gift of memory. 


On her mother’s side, Mrs. Foster 
was a direct descendant of Rev. James 
Noyes, the eloquent pioneer of Con- 
gregationalism in 1650, and with him 
came the grandmothers, including 
Greenleaf, Coffin, Wadleigh, Poole 
Bancroft, Emery, friend of Quakers, 
Webster, Sawyer, Bodwell, the In- 
dian War veteran, and old Anthony 
Morse. Added to these very ortho- 
dox folks, her father’s line includes 
Garland and Earle of the Newfound- 
land merchants from Bristol, there 
when the Pilgrims came, and the 
long line of Curtis of Salem and Mar- 
blehead. who with the Luscombs 
were sea captains in 1812 in the East 


India service from both Salem and 
Newport. 


With these ancestral traits of ¢lear 
thinking and reverent faith in the un- 
seen, a persevering and patient mas- 
tery of the hindrances of daily life, 
with a rare ability to quietly domi- 
nate opposition, little suspected by 
those who noted only her fragile 
body, we of the new generation have 
always wished her ambitious heart 
could have had our chancés, instead 
of the limited advantages of school 
and press of the early fifty years of 
the last century, for she would have 
won more than we did. But, with 
unusual interest in all that concerns 
suciety and town and state outside 


her family circle, she kept Pace with 
us, 


With many other very fine people 
(many women I knew) she felt sin- 
cerely that the South should be al- 
lowed to secede quietly, and in this 
great issue she held out bravely in her 
opinion. In selecting her books for 
recreation during the last enforced 
years of leisure, I found she enjoyed 
greatly the novels so well written by 
southern authors on the Civil War. 
Next to two well-worn copies of the 
Scriptures, came the weekly library 
book. We shall never know til] we 
also come to eighty, what corhfort 
our library brings to the aged “shut- 
in” to make the long hours fly. With- 
in a few weeks of her death, she 
called back from her weakness the

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


Our President and Our Ex-President 


.In the Outlook for December there 
is rich reading—not because Mr. 
Taft authorizes the interview given 
graphically by a Mr. Leupp, but be- 
cause what Mr. Taft says, as recorded 
in the Outlook, will be the test as 
whether he will again be elected as 
our president. I hope he will be. 

The finishing sentences of this his- 
torical interview show to me very 
strongly that our president is a big 
man. He says: “My happiness is not 
dependent on holding any office, and 
I shall go back to private life with 
no heartburnings, if the people, after 
an unprejudiced review of my admin- 
istration, conclude that someone else 
can serve them to their greater ad- 


vantage.” 

Unlike» many Republicans, Mr. 
Taft does not call Democrats foolish 
demagogues, neither does he call 


Insurgents ingrates, nor stand-pat- 
ters imbeciles; yet he is not afraid to 
call a spade a spade, and states clear- 
ly his own views. 

The Canadians refusing his recip- 
rocity measure seems to be a sore 
spo.. The clear, statesman-like views 
he gives as to the annexation scare 
are to me words of wisdom. Mr. 
Taft says: “I see no objection myself 
to entire free trade between the two 
countries that lie for four thousand 
miles with a common border..... 
If any electorate was ever frightened 
by ghosts it was the Canadian elect- 
orate at the ghost of annexation, 
which never could come by any hook 
or crook, for many reasons, the chief 
of which is that we do not desire it 
and Canada itself would never con- 
sent to, it.” 

I think I have said enough to make 
every elector study carefully this 
honest authorized interview. It is 
réfreshing in these days of dark di- 
pllomacy to get a clear, honest state- 
ment from our chief. 

As to the Outlook, it is a handy 
newspaper, as the news of the week 
is condensed and talked about. A 
dear friend sends it to me. I may 
frankly state that I don’t like the 
Rev. Lyman  <Abbott’s theology, 
which is neither fish nor flesh nor 
good red herring. 

This second December Outlook is 
worth preserving and will be a his- 
torical summary of the last four years 
of American politics. Another rea- 
son that makes the Outlook liked by 
me is that one is not annoyed by ad- 
vertisements on the same page of 
Ivory soap and sure cancer cure. 

Our ex-president has a learned re- 
view of a dozen scientific books, to 


-mention the titles whereof would fill 


all my space. I give the titles of 
three of these books to show the hot 
stuff that Mr. Roosevelt is not, afraid 
to handle without gloves: “Le Mort 
du Cygne,” by Carlos Reyles; trans- 


lation from Spanish into French by | 


Alfred de Bengoechea. “Thoughts 
of a Catholic Anatomist,” by Thomas 
Dwight, D.D. “Science and Re- 
ligion,” by Emile Boutroux; trans- 
lated into English by Jonathan Nield. 

As in politics,. Mr. Roosevelt was 
not afraid to use the big stick, so in 
speaking of the conceited men who 
think that by giving up all religious 
notions they are emancipated from 
all conceit and superstition, the big 
stick is freely used. Some weeks ago 
I enjoyed a review of several books 
by our ex-president. These books 
were by celebrated travelers and 
hunters of wild animals. The knowl- 
edge of nature and the habits of wild 
animals which the reviewer showed, 
made very interesting reading, and I 
was inclined to tell the Outlook peo- 
ple that natural history and not poli- 
tics was the natural place for Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 


However, in this notice of so 
many “Darwin” kind of books there 
is no sympathy shown to what the 
reviewer thinks is error. Dr. Dwiglit 
is praised freely, but when he gets 
dogmatical he gets a spanking. By 
the way, Dr. Dwight is “catholic” 
but not a Roman Catholic. 

Alfred’ Russell Wallace, the great 
follower of Darwin, comes in for a 
reproof when antelope and deer are 
spoken of, as Roosevelt points out 
errors in what Mr. Wallace 
about the deer family. 

“Vestiges of Creation and Evolution 
are handled freely. Evolutionists 

must meet the fact that evolution 

does not always mean rising from a 
lower to a higher type, but descend- 
ing from a high type to a lower. It is 
‘ strange how this truth, namely, that 
' evolution from the monkey to man, 
may mean as my mother quaintly 
said after reading the Vestiges by 
| Darwin, “Well, well, Mr. Darwin, af- 
i ter thirty years’ study you incline to 
‘think that we came from monkeys; 
| just study another thirty years, and 
you may incline to think that mon- 
keys came from us!” 

One thing I would like to impress 
on all those smalll-headed insular peo- 
ple who call a piano a “payanner” 
| Italian an “Eyetalian,” and say that 
English is the only civilized tongue, 
is the tribute that Mr. Roosevelt pays 
when he says that “the French lan- 
guage is a delicate instrument of pre- 
cision.” 

The second of December number 
of the Outlook, having the free and 
full confession of faith as held by Mr. 
Taft, and the review of learned 
books by his predecessor in office, 
will be read and re-read by all who 
respect the officials of the highest 
rank in this world.
